David creckett-We will begin with the 971d pioneer, whose name 
Will add historic interest to the following sketches. We are 
reminded that Crockett once lived on the east prong of mulberry, 
about one and a half miles from County Line, l.oore County, Tenn. 
There is some Gispute as to the exact location of the Crockett 
cabin. Some claim that it was on the Amos Gore farm, where Jim 
Bird now lives, but what gave rise to this opinion is that Billie 
Crockett, David's brother once lived there, while David lived 
farther down the branch, near the present home of Jim orown. eg 
erandfather, James =. Gowen, pointed out the exact location of 
the cabin to Uncle William, and to his hest recollection, it 
stoog near the “rown place, and on the same side of the road. 
This is now the most authentic account that can he had. 

Gowen ane Crockett were companions and neighbors, and with 
their dogs and rifles, had visited frequently. Crockett was a 
guest at the house where Jill !ullins now lives, as slakeo his 
hunter's thirst at that cave spring while Old “etsy rested against 
the old beech tree. Gowen sees him on one occasion after he had 
married his second wife and joked him ahout his new wife, who 
had about cight hundred dollars in cash, David said, "This will 
be a mighty good sass (sauces) to carry along with Ue 2 as 
gaid that Crockett cleared a field on a parcel of lance on the 
farm now owned by Gsorge Gowen in the 24th district of sedford 
County, Tenn, It was here, wrestling with the sassafrass that 
adorn the summit of hungry Hill that the brewn and bravery was 
developed that afterwaré made him famous as a soldier, as well as 
a hunter and back-woods stetesman, 

So here in the jungles of tho forest, living with his CirsT wits, 
the faithful onc who crossed. the mountains of East Tennessee with 
him, that this old pionesr no coubt spent his happiest days. He 
says himself that his reputation as a hunter was made on sulherry, 
He tells Gowen where he once killed a panther, He was drinking | 
from the fine spring on the south side of i.an's Ford on Elk River, 
The panther sprang on him, and he killed him with his -owie knife. 
Crockett was killed arch 6, 1836, at the Alamo, Texas. 

James surns Gowen was born in “odford County, Va., November 22, _ 
1785, near the town of Lynchburg, Va., and settled in Redford Co., 
Tenn,, near the town of Lynchburg, Tenn, He often related this 
coincidence, sis father, William Gowen, was killed with an ax by 
a crazy man, is mother's maiden name was urns, hence, James 
Burns Gowen, Sho was of Scotch descent, and was related to ob- 
ert Burns, the Scottish poct.
